And Flogging of Girls in Beloit Reformatory

Girls Whipped and Clubbed—Families on Relief —Mutilated Girls Tried Suicide 


By Robert Warren 
BELOIT, Kan., Nov. 1.—Mention Beloit to any little 
Kansas girl—if you are fond of frightening children. Tales 
are told on the playgrounds of the manner in which little 
girls under fourteen are thrown into solitary dungeons 
for days and fed on bread and water, of beatings admin- 
istered with clubs and heavy-thonged whips. These tales 


are common stock in Kansas. Now, like a story out of the 


middle ages, there comes another tale of 62 girls having 
been unsexed and mutilated in order to break whatever 
spirit they may have left. 

The girls confined in Beloit are not professional street- 
walkers or thieves, All of them are children under fourteen; 
most of them come from families which are chronically 
undernourished and generally unemployed, During the

administration of Governor Landon when many of the 62 
sterilized girls were committed, state relief appropriations 
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were cut to a bone that a Kansas farm-hound would not 
have touched. Juvenile delinquency multiplied—anywhere 
in any Kansas town one could buy a girl child for a few 
cents or a pair of cheap stockings. 


CHARGES ROCK STATE 


And it is these girls, victims of circumstances, who 
have been adjudged unfit for motherhood, who will be 
turnéd back to society as hardened, embittered women 
rather than as worthy citizens whose social maladjust- 
ments have been corrected by a wise combination of treat- 
ment and discipline. . 

The Kansas sterilization law provides that girls may 
be sterilized with parental consent, when they might propa- 
gate defective offspring. Aside from the fact that criminal- 
ity is not inherited, Mrs. Kathryn O'Loughlin McCarthy, 
former Congresswoman, charged that the girls sterilized

Stalin Points the Way 
For the World’s Workers 


„ The key to the remarkable and unpar- 
alleled industrial achievements in the land of 
Socialism was.given by Joseph Stalin, gen- 
eral secretary of the Communist Party of 
the Soviet Union, in a speech before 400 
leaders of the Soviet metal and coal indus- 
tries a few days ago. 

The great leader of the world proletariat 
pointed out that in the days of czarist op- 
pression factory “administrators, all kinds of 
directors, managers, heads of shops and fore- 
men” were “watchdogs of capitalism’ who 
“directed the economy in the interests of the 
bosses, for the sake of profits for the capi- 
talists.“ 

This is still true in America—and worse 
under murderous fascism, where factory 
managers, directors and the like, are used 
to smash labor unions, to cheat and exploit 
the workers, and to aid the reactionary open- 
shoppers in their ruthless plunder of the 
people. 

Speaking with a characteristic simplicity 
and power that always finds its mark in the 
hearts of oppressed humanity, Stalin drew 
the following contrast: 


“Under our Soviet system, industrial 
administrators on the contrary have every 
reason to enjoy the confidence and love of 
the people, for they manage the economy 
not for the sake of profits for a handful of 
capitalists, but for the sake of the inter- 
ests of the working class, for the sake of 
the interests of the whole people.”

Until 
this country is prepared to face that possibility, which 
it most surely is not now, the wisest course is to pur- 
sue an aloof, if friendly, ‘hands-off’ policy. However 
unfortunate it is that mass murder and economic m- 
sanity have broken loose in other parts of the world, 
however certain that the effects of those mad actions 
will be felt by us, it is still the part of wisdom for this 
nation to keep from making commitments which must 
either be meaningless or mean our readiness to wage 
war for the world’s peace.” 

Wall Street not very long ago, that is before the 
Rome-Berlin axis, used to talk about its “inalienable 
right” to intervene with marines in any country it 
chose to “protect” American investments. What ex- 
plains its topsy-turvy language about “hands off” in 
international affairs today? Collective action of the 
nations desiring peace, if backed and molded by the 
more Vigilant and militant peace-loving masses, would 
become an obstacle to international reaction, to Fas- 
cism and to its main American allies, the bankers of 
Wall Street.

That accounts for the fact that the Wall Street 
Journal, interested exclusively in the pursuit of divi- 
dends and super-profits, cloaks its reactionary edi- 
torials in, pacifist language. When the Dow, Jones- 
J. P. Morgan sheet talks of “hands off” policy, they 
mean “hands off” the war makers. The opposition 
of Wall Street to Roosevelt's peace policy besides the 
intrinsic merit of Roosevelt’s Chicago pronouncements 
is one of its peace recommendations.

Even now his resignation though de facto is not offi- 
cial. That is to say, Hitler retains the right at any 
moment to yank him back if anything goes wrong 
with the Nazi war economy.

Thus, the stepping out of Dr. Schacht parallels the 
tightening of the Fascist war alliance and marks the 
speedier transformation of all German economy into 
war economy.

Curious and contradictory developments in 
non-intervention committee are explained partly by 
the fact that Fascist intervention in Spain is not the 
only issue involved.

MANY FINES 


At the Prokhorov factory in 

Moscow the average wage was 20 
| rubles and 50 kopecks a month. 

In that time almost every fac- 
tory had a notorious system of 
fines in effect. At the Prokhorov 
factory there were the following 
fines: —% 

“Misconduct”—50 kopecks; 

Permitting a lodger to stay 
overnight (in the barracks) with- 
out official permission — 50 ko- 
peaks; 

Using the main gate — 50 ko- 


Rising too early—50 kopecks. 

Some of the “devout” manu- 
facturers fined their workers “for 
not attending church.” 

The foreman's relationship to 
the workers was almost patri- 
archal in character. Certain fore- 
men had only men from their own 
villages working under them. 
There were whole Shops consist- 
ing of workers from the same 
village. 

When a new worker showed up 
from a village, his countrymen 
would place him in the factory, 
first of course “gaining the favor” 
of the foremen with the customary 
bribe or cash, The forer “ took 
bribes for placing the workers and 
at times took money for giving 
them better jobs. 

A multitude of examples could 
be cited to show to what depths 
and self-humiliation a worker had 
to subject himself in order to get 
a job in a factory. Just one ex- 
ample from the history of the 
Russian-American Rubber Man- 
ufacturing Company, now the Red 
| Triangle Plant. 


HIRED LIKE CATTLE 


This is the way workers were 
held in that factory: 

“Men were hired twice a week, 
on Monday and Thursday. The 
men were lined up and the di- 
rector walked down the line, like a 
butcher among cattle, picking out 
the strongest, tallest, humblest 
and most courteous in answering 
questions. , 

“Behind him walked his body- 
guard, chief foreman Franz, who 
was nicknamed the ‘Devil.’ Franz. 
a German, spoke Russian badly 
and would always bellow: ‘Come 
here, you devil! Over there, you 
swine!’ 

„Heise (a secretary) would give 
him a card and ‘The Devil’ 
would send them to the factory 
yard when the foreman sorted 
them out.”

And one of the most important 
improvements in their lives is, in 
my opinion, the fact that today 
the sword of Damocies does not 
hang over their heads—the work- 
ers are not afraid they may be 
without a job tomorrow. 

The young and middle-aged 
generations of Soviet workers can- 
not even call up to memory the 
feeling of a proletarian in former 
days when he lost his job. Even 
the more skied workers who 
were, relatively speaking, secure 
not only because of their higher 
wages, but also because of the 
greater stability of their jobs— 
even they were never free from 
the constant fear of losing their 
daily bread. 

This dread was especially acute 
in times of crisis and so-called 
“depression.” 

Working in a factory, 
worker naturally came into con- 
tact with the supervisor, the fore- 
man and the shop superintendent. 
Under the conditions of the cap- 
italist mode of production, the in- 
terests of the worker and the 
foreman are always contradictory. 
The foreman, the boss’ steward, 
invariably tries to turn out the 
product at the lowest cost, while 
the worker always wants the best 
price for it.

in his day-to-day work he was 
unable to escape friction. 

During a crisis or a depression, 
the worker remembered these con- 
flicts and fearfully awaited re- 
tribution in the form of a layoff. 
This constant fear of being laid 
off was the nightmare of the 
working class. 

It demoralized the workers, 
forcing them to be always on their 
guard, always wary of their fore- 
men. That is how it was in Tsarist 
Russia, and that is how it is in 
capitalist countries. 

The picture is entirely different 
in the Soviet Union, where there 
is no exploitation of man by man, 
where unemployment has been 
done away with completely, where 
foreman and worker pursue one 
and the same end—the best pos- 
sible way of serving the cause of 
socialism.
